_ FRANCE.

' BY PARK BENJAMIN, ESQ.
The momentous intelligence borne to us on Sat-
urday morning last, by the royal mail steamer Cam-
bria, is well calculated to excite profound interest
and anxiety in the breast of every friend of universal
liberty. A pation is & ling to rid itself of that
antiquated and worn-out device of the evil one, mon-
archy ; is striving to throw off fetters, which they
bound upon themselves some eighteen years ago,
and which for a time sate as lightly upon them as
mere wreaths of flowers or the tri-colored cockade.
. The proverbial fickleness of the French character,
its frivolity and heartlessness, may possibly be said
to underlie all other motives to this grand emeute;
and yet we have wondered at the long-suffering, the
almost abject submission of those, who acted so
boldly and decidedly in 1830, under treatment and
oppression 8o far su ing the most nical acts
of the ill-fated Charles X. 'The full spirit of the fa-
mous #rois ordannances of July has gradually been
incorporated in successive enactments; each new
cabinet has been a shade more conservative and arbi-
trary than its predecessor; the freedom of the press,
the daily amusements of the people, the rights of
jury-trial have all been despoucalfy restrained ; and
the people have submitted with exemp docility.
It must be confessed these restrictions of the popular
liberty were not carried withouta high recourse to most
unworthy artifices. Whenever his Christain
ty was fired at by an idiot, or by some minion of the
ministry itself, hired for the purpose; and while the
general sympathy was all alive for l bon monor
who so amiably gave himself as a target for Parisian
ball-practice ; that was the moment chosen by the
artful cabinet to play upon the national feeling and
force some new act of tyranny thro the houses
of legislation. The popular dissatisfaction was not
always concealed at these suggestions. Nine or ten
years ago riote and insurrections prevailed to an
glgrmmﬁ extent in the south and east of France; but
it is well known that no movement can prosper unless
it origipate in the capital, and these provincial out-
breaks were soon repressed by the energetic meas-
ures of the administration.

We can tolerate mal-treatment and injury from
those we have freely elected to rule us, with infinite-
ly more patience than we could from any jure divino
master. King Louis Phillippe was a creature of the
populace; was furnished by them with the means of
domination; and reiined rather by sufferance than
by virtue of any higher claim. Charles X. was an
embodiment of legitimacy, a mere instrument of the
Holy Alliance, the executor of its unholy principles.
He was raised to the throne in opposition to the will
of his subjects, and kept there by the force of foreign
diplomacy and the fear of foreign ‘armed interven-
tion.® He was at last dethroned and exiled.

At this point lay the cardinal error of the French
people. Startled at the idea of discarding the prin-
ciple of legitimacy entirely from the nomination of

their rulers, and still unprepared to erect a t fed-
erative reﬂlbhc in Europe, they at length pitched
upon the House of Orleans, as the one wherein the

royal Bourbon blood might still be perpetuated, and
the old leaven of family pride, selfishness and abso-
lutism fully and finally got rid of. They mistrusted
not only the capacity of the nation to enjoy, appre-
ciate and preserve unpolluted the blessings of a dem-
ocratic form of government; but they dreaded yet
more the coalition of the three great powers for its
overthrow. They took therefore what they regarded
as the media via tutissima between monarchy and re-
publicanism, and as wusual ended by getting their
necks yoked and their limbs harnessed by that sure
progeny of such middle measures, an unqualified au-
tocracy. Wae use these words deliberately ; for when
an opposition party in a representative government is
banned and proscribed, that government loses all
that gave it the character of a liberal one, and is no
better than an absolute despotism. Just such was
the relative posture of Louis Phillippe and the Cham-
ber of Deputies. The advocates of reform were for-
bidden to assemble; a public festival was abruptly
prohibited ; the great leaders of the reform party were
thrust back from their hall of convocation. Less
than this was sufficient to arouse the mad ions of
a wagward Parisian populace; a very little more
would have brought upon Louis Phillippe the fate
of Louis the Sixteenth.

As it is, the wily old politician has been constrain-
ed to abdicate; and, if we are not widely mistaken,
the next step of the French Deputies will be to de-
clare, in the manner of Napoleon, that the “ House
of Orleans has ceased to reign.”

If such should be their course, who can foresee
all the consequences?! Would not all Europe, Italy
excepted, take arms against France the republic?
Would not Italy once more league with the French
in the contest of liberty?! Would not the greatly
augmented armament of Great Britain be brought to
bear upon our jealous neighbors!—or would John
Buall await the landing of a swarm of Republicans
on his white-walled shores. What part would agi-
tated Ireland take in the melee? Would not Russia
take advantage of the universal uproar, to lay her
avaricious hands on the Turkish empire! Would
not the war of the fAird French Revolution result in
the general ascendancy of liberal doctrines through-
out Europe !

And how will the contest affect our American in-
terests? As in the wars of Napoleon, we should
probably engross the carrying trade of the world for
several years. We should do this, with our means
of conveyance—our shipping and navy—a thousand
fold angmented. We might, possibly, be led by

by way of returning the aid the French lent us in
our own struggle for independence. We shounld have
a new batch of aristocratic- emigres settled amongst
us. The tide of emigration would be enormously
swollen, and perhaps the worst and vilest scum of
the European population would be flung upon our
coasts.

In fact, let the present erisis eventuate as it may,
the face of the political world will bear the marks of
it for a half century to come; nor will our own dis-
tance from the immediate scene of strife exempt us
from a fearful participation in its results. Itis no
new contest; it is but a renewal of the old one be-
tween liberalism and absolutism. The people, when
they went to rest, did so with their arms in their
hands ; and often in their perturbed slumbers, did
the voice of an Arago, a Barrot, or a much-enduring
De Lemmenais, come very near waking them to tur-
bulence and vengeance. The armistice is now end-
ed ; the battle again set in order; we have only to
watch anxiously its eventful progress.

As Mr. Clay’s position is regarded with some in-
terest by the politicians, we deem it not amiss to
quote the following resolution adopted by his friends
and neighbors at Lexington, '(Ky.) convened to ex-

ress their gratitude for the warm reception given to

r. Clay at the North and to welcome him back
home. ¥t will be seen, that they will have nothing
to do with a no-party candidate, and look only to a
Whig candidate, and Whig prineiples :

Resolved, That the Whigs of the city of Lexing-
ton and county of Fayette, approve Mr. Clay’s pas-
sive position in reference to the Presidency, neither
seeking that distinetion, nor prematurely declining its
